Although relatively few 

cases of influenza have appear­ 
ed in California so far this fall 
this is nevertheless the begin 
ning of the season when the 
incidence of influenza and in­ 
fluenza-like diseases tend to in 
crease. In the natural order of 
things, death from both pneu 
in on i a and inlfluenza reach the 
year's high point during De 
cember, January, and Febru 
ary.

The spread of influenza, 
whelher from one country to 
another or to different sections 
within a country, is under con­ 
stant surveillance by public 
health officials.

needed, ph.irni.iceuticnl com­ 
panies will have a sufficient 
supply of prophylactic vaccine 
on hand to curb the sweep of 
the disease.

WITH THE exception of an 
epidemic in Chile during Aug­ 
ust and September, there 
seems to have been no wide­ 
spread dissemination of the 
disease anywhere in the world 
in recent months. Absenteeism 
resulting from respiratory in­ 
fections in industry and schools 
in lx>s Angeles County appears 
to be normal for this time of 
the year.

However, there are certain 
groups of people who are ad­ 
vised to seek medical advice 
as to their need for the influ­ 
enza vaccine. In general, these 
susceptible groups include in­ 
dividuals with heart or respir­ 
atory diseases, persons over 55 
with a debilitating illness of 
any type, and pregnant women 
as well.

OTHERS WHO are advised 
to seek the advice of a phy­ 
sician concerning immuniza­ 
tion are those persons respon­ 
sible for essential community 
service such as law enforce­ 
ment, fire prevention, trans­ 
portation and communication, 
and persons responsible for 
the care of the sick.

One characteristic of influen­ 
za is the abruptness with which 
it occurs. The infected individ­ 
ual suddenly experiences head­ 
ache, muscle pains in the back 
and limbs, sweating, chills, and 
weakness. Temperature is elev- 
vated and the fever may last 
anywhere from one to six 
days.
